This statue of St. Elizabeth of Hungary, centerpiece of our hospital, commem- 
orates the legend of the saint’s first miracle when, in the Thirteenth Century, she fed 
900 persons with her own hands daily during the Great Famine. 


It is related that her husband, in jest, parted the folds of her cloak one day, as 
she was walking to a stricken area. The open garment disclosed the two hands of 
Elizabeth, one with bread, the other with rosebuds, though it was mid-winter and 
bitter cold. 


When her husband, Louis, Landgrave of Thuringia, died in the Crusades, Eliza- 
beth took over the Regency, ruling with much prudence and care. She built a large 
hospital at Eisenacht, later devoting all her time to the sick. 


Yielding her sovereignty, she donned the white cord and brown habit of the 
Franciscans, having learned to love the life of poverty and seclusion. When, at 24 
years of age she died, there were so many miracles at her tomb that Pope Gregory 
canonized her in 1235, four short years after her death. 


Centuries later Pope Leo XIII placed all charitable organizations of women 
under her patronage, because her favorite occupation had been to serve God through 
His poor and sick. Today the number of hospitals named for St. Elizabeth is in the 
hundreds in this country, alone—permanent memorials to that unforgettable nurse.
